vinces and the House of Commons from attaining the 
desired object—unless the Upper Chamber has a 
change of heart. By amending the bill so ax to permit 
private persons to import liquor in quantities of half 
a gallon or less the Senate apparently still desires to 
give the bootlegger an opportunity to pursoe his il¬ 
legal calling, in spite of the unanimous desrre of the 
provinces for exclusive authority to import liquor for 
disposal at governmental dispensaries. 

The point m this amendment which no doubt 
will strike moot people is that it would give the boot¬ 
legging fraternity an opportunity of organizing any 
number of fictitious importers for the purpose of 
bringing in an almost unlimited numbeT of half-gallon 
shipments. It is useless for those senators who were 
responsible for the introduction of the change to sug¬ 
gest that permission to import in such small quantities 
would be unattractive to the bootlegger. It should 
be well known by this time that the illicit liquor 
dealer’s umcrupulousness is outdone only by his re¬ 
sourcefulness and enterprise. The smallest loophole 
usually is large enough for him to creep through. 

As the bill has been amended by the Senate it 
will, of course, be necessary for the House of Com¬ 
mons to dial with the changes and either approve 
them or reject them. We may assume that the 
House will look with disfavor upon the particular 
amendment to which we have referred. In so doing 
it will be acting in accordance with the desire of all 
those provinces in which the government system is 
operated, since at the interprovincial conference^ last 
Fall all the provincial representatives were unani¬ 
mously in favor of the measure which Attorney- 
General Manson urged the “Federal Government to 
pass as far back as the Spring of 1922, and which 
the Hoijse did pass. and twice afterwards, only to 
see the Senate reject it on each occasion. It also 
should be remembered that the request which British 
Columbia made at the outset was endorsed by Que¬ 
bec. that being the only province besides our own 
operating under the- control system at that time.

Somerset Maugham Writes New Kind of Mystery Story, the Central Figure 
of Which Is an English Author, Who Acted as Spy Overseer in peneva^ 


F OR three generations or more 
"The Canadian Boat Song” has 
been a favorite selection in the 
school books of English-speak¬ 
ing Canada. It is a song that 
Is associated with the two colonizing 
rivers in Santera Canada, the St. Law¬ 
rence and the Ottawa; It In associated 
with the name of 81mon Fraser, dis¬ 
coverer of the river ho named in British 
Columbia, and inspired by a French- 
Canadlan chanson and written by an 
Irishman: It links two great races which 
have been partners In building this 
nation. Canada. As such it is peculiar¬ 
ly Canadian and savors of our soil and 
our past. It is. therefore, natural that 
there should be a desire for Informa¬ 
tion aa to the author of the song 
and as to the circumstances under 
which it waa written. 

The author of "The Canadian Boat 
Song" was Thomas Moore, the Irish 
poet. He was bora in Dublin in 1779, 
educated at Trinity College and early 
embarked on a literary career.

"Lawrence and the Arabian Adventure " Oraves was one 
of Lawrence's most Intimate friends. 

Graves, with all due respect to hU efforts to explain Lawrence, seems to 
us to succeed only in part He does not put hU finger on certain .psychological 
quirks and he does explain to us a few things. But there U a lot left to be 
answered For which we are grateful. Our own preference U for the baffling 
qualities of this man. 

Anyone who has followed his story already knows that Lawrence, after his 
adventure, tried to keep faith with the tribesmen at the Oeneva Conference 
and found himself blocked by international politics: that he made no pre¬ 
tence of hU disgust: that be spurned the docoratlons offered him by the 
BrltUh King and shouted hU Indignation at what he branded as double-deal¬ 
ing: that he quickly stepped Into the background and became a private in 
the BrltUh tank corps, disappearing finally In the air squad. 

How to explain thU man? Graves gives one the Impression that Lawrence 
cannot conform to the herd life he finds about him He is.an individualist; 
he has last confidence In his leaders and cannot follow; he will not com¬ 
promise or make concessions and so he ceases to be Lawrence He becomes 
another man. maintains hU honor and dignity and self-respect, and asks noth¬ 
ing of any man He u just another flier; s fellow who maintains hU freedom 
of spirit.

The English Society of Authors has 
elected Sir James Barrie as 1U new 
president in succession to Thomas 
Hardy. Tennyson was the first presi¬ 
dent of the society and In the forty 
years that have passed since then t^ere 
have been only two successors, George 
Meredith and Thomas Hardy Com¬ 
menting on this signal honor to* Sir 
James by. members of his own craft. 
The Morning Post says: To many of 
us it will come as s shock to hear that 
Barrie, who has so Meadfsstly refused 
to grow up, is joining the solemn and 
revered ranks of the Orand Old Men 
of Literature In some respects it 
might seem that his talent was not 
quite of s calibre to bear comparison 
with the great guns of the Victorian 
era.

AT SCENIC HAUNT 


JASPER PARK Lodge on shores of beautiful lac beauvert 
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New Bungalows Built at Jasper Park 
Will Give Accommodation For 
Five Hundred Guests at Famous 
Lodge This Season; Mountain 
Camps Established at High Eleva- 


T ERRITORY contiguous io Jasper Park 
Lodge is regarded as one of the finest 
mountain areas in.lhe world. Alpinists 
who have conquered some of the high¬ 
est peaks of Europe and America Invade Jasper 
to find a challenge awaiting them from moun¬ 
tains which have never been scaled by man. 

It is claimed that Jasper National Park 
can boast of more than TOO'mountain peaks, 
several of which exceed 10,000 feet in altitude. 

On the British Columbia side and within 
a short distance of Jaspetr is Mount Robson, 
12,972 feet, the highest peak in this Province.

ITie 
rooms open on a main corridor, running the 
entire length of the cabm. with entrance from 
either end. and also with another door opening 
to the sitting-room of the cabin. 

The special cabin which is being constructed 
provides for four master bedrooms, each with 
hath, living-room with open stone fireplace, kit¬ 
chen, or serving-room, and dining-room, and two 
servants’ rooms.

miles. While at the present time this new sec¬ 
tion of the park is beyond thb reach of any 
but the hardier tourist, who cares to face the 
discomforts of a hard trail trip, there are other 
journeys within the oldjmuts of the park which 
well repay the tourist who mounts one of the 
sure-footed ponies for the journey.

The Infant as well as the child on 
a varied diet very often suffers from 
a strongly ammoniacal urine Nature

The older child (especially from one 
year on> Is. particularly prone to 
waken in the morning with diapers of 
strong odor Just overeating of other¬ 
wise good foods may cause the trouble 
First of all the mother must check 
over, by a good diet list, and cut down 
on amounts or eliminate foods not 
mentioned there; whl$h may be caus¬ 
ing the diet to be out of balance in 
some particular element. 

Fruit Juices and vegetable juices are 
natural correctives of acidity, bee sum 
they, after digestion, sesult in sn al¬ 
kali ash. Meats and cereals result >ln 
an geld ash. and mat be the two foods 
at fault. So in dealing m up am- 
monlacal urine do not mak* the com¬ 


mon mistake of believing that because 
fruit* contain adds that they add to 
the acidity of the system, because they 
do not. 

Vegetable soup ia extremely valuable 
as are sieved vegetables in helping 
this condition One or both should 
be fed dally 

As fat intolerance is often respon¬ 
sible for this condition, it Is wise to 
■•e what skimming the cream from 
the milk will do Try these methods 
of correction in the order named, fruit 
and vegetable Juices in the diet-daily, 
skimming the cream from the milk to 
see what effect (his may have, cutting 
down the amounts of sugary and

Indeed. It is difficult to measure 
him by ordinary standards When he 
marched with hla horde.
